It is a point to te very strongty emphasized concerning the Unions of 
Sodalities that they are not to interfere In any way with the workings of 
other associations, The fields of Catholic action are so vast and the needs 
are so great for the lay apostolate almost anywhere that the Sodality 
Union wil) find ample room for the exercise of fis activities without en- 
croaching upon the work of any other organization. Its committees may, 
however, co-operate with existing societies, thus, for example, when the 
St. Vincent de Paul Association or the Catholic Woman's League wishes 
especial help in this or that department of its work, it will naturally 
apply to the committee of the Sodality Union Which has charge of that 
particular department of activity. On the other hand, when the Sodalists 
wish to distribute effectively the alms or the supplies which they have 
collected for the poor they will naturally think of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Association as the most effective agent. The existence of an organization 
like the Sodality Union and tts activity in a city will naturally result in 
stirring up the energies of other organizations. Just as a well-organized 
Godality in the parish gives new life and vigor to all the parish associa- 
tions by increasing and strengtheaing the supernaAtural life of the people, 
so the existence of a Sodality Union in the city @hould help every depart- 
ment of supernatural effort. It is often found the great difficulty in 
managing Catholic organizations is that they depend on the zeal and self- 
sacrifice of only a few among the faithful whé afe found at the head of 
almost every activity and are continually being asked to take up new 
enterprises. The Sodality, and, in particular, the Godality Union, should 
be a training ground for lay aposties, and by its means a constantly re- 
newed supply of workers should come into the Catholic activities of the 
city. And in all the enterprises of the Union the spirit of the Sodality 
should prevail, which is the spirit of supernatural kindliness, cordial co-

What then can be more evident than that as Christians we must like 
wise make the great purpose of Christ's coming into this world our own? 
The nature of that purpose He has plainly told us: “I am come that they 
may have life, and may have it more abundantly” (John X, 10). 

The life of grace and the greater abundance of it must therefore be 
sought first of all for our own souls. They are the kingdoms which we 
should conquer and subject to Him as the basis of our operations in the 
great campaign of spiritual conquest. An ever fuller knowledge of our 
Holy Faith, an ever more ardent personal love for Christ, an ever more 
frequent and fervent reception of the Sacrament of His Body ‘and Blood 
should daily further the more perfect accomplishment of the Divine pur- 
pose of Christ in our regard. 

The life of grace and the greater abundance of it should be sought by 
us in the second place for the members of our own household and for those 
most intimately connected with ts. To make of them likewise participa- 
tors in the gifts of God’s bounty should at all times be our endeavor. Our 
presence should bring with it a blessing wherever we come. Our going 
should leave after us everywhere the sweet odor of Christ. 

The life of grace and the greater abundance of it should finally be 
sought by us for all the world, as Christ died for all mankind. We are 
taught to pray for the coming of His Kingdom and the aceomplishment of 
Hie will on earth as in Heaven. We are reminded that He came to cast 
fire upon the earth and what would He but that it,should be enkindled, 
what would He but that we should ald Him to fan ft Into fame until it 
may envelop in its conflagration the entire world.
